This is our final response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated 
April 9, 2019, that we received on April 9, 2019. This request is a duplicate of your prior 
request dated and received on February 02, 2019, that we responded to on 
February 14, 2019 and referenced as F18033-0002. Our response here is an update 
to our February 14, 2019, response. 

You asked for “records, memos, correspondence, or documents pertaining to the IRS' 
program to revoke an individual’s passport by means of notifying the Department of 
State...Please produce all records relating to such certifications such as the number of 
certifications made, the dates those certifications were made, the guidelines for 
certifying a debt, information about whether victims of identity theft will have their debts 
certified, etc. - as well as any correspondence between the IRS and the State 
Department relating to the process of the program. Please produce not only records but 
manuals on how this process function and whether or not individuals are notified by the 
IRS before, notification to the State Department.” 

In response to your request regarding the number of certifications that the IRS has 
certified to the State Department for action: The IRS has transmitted 370,463 taxpayer 
certifications to the Department of State between February 22, 2018 and April 26, 2019. 

In response to whether individuals are notified by the IRS before notification to the State 
Department, the Commissioner contemporaneously notifies an individual of any 
certification or any reversal of certification with respect to such individual. Such notice 
includes a description (in simple and nontechnical terms) of the right to bring a civil 
action. FAST Act, Section 32101. 

This is a full grant of your request.
